Leeds Castle on Friday morning. 

There will be 20,000 tickets avail¬ 
able for each day - with the majority 
going to people living in Maidstone. 

The full line-up is being kept a 
closely guarded secret and will only be 
announced about a month before the 
Big Weekend. 

Music lovers will then be able to 
apply online for a pair of tickets. 
Postcodes will be used to make sure as 
many local people get to go as possible. 

But as the Big Weekend is seen as 


the start of the summer festival sea¬ 
son, top acts are expected to be added 
to the bill. 

Staged seven weeks before 
Glastonbury, headline acts for the leg¬ 
endary festival often also appear at the 
Big Weekend - which could see Kings 
of Leon, Jay-Z, Amy Winehouse and 
Massive Attack come to Maidstone.

1 2008 

opens doors 
to Panorama

A TOP investigative docu¬ 
mentary series will be visit¬ 
ing the county town’s hospi¬ 
tal to see how the NHS is 
tackling infectious disease 
control. 

BBC l’s Panorama will be filming a 
one-hour special about the once-trou¬ 
bled Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust. The programme will look 
at the new measures being taken to 
combat superbugs like MRSA, 
Clostridium difficile and Norovirus. 

The trust was at the centre of two 
outbreaks of C diff which caused the 
deaths of 90 patients at its three hos¬ 
pitals between 2005 and 2006. 

A damning report from the 
Healthcare Commission at the end of 
last year blamed poor infection con¬ 
trol and management failings for the 
outbreaks and forced the trust’s sen¬ 
ior managers to resign. 

New chief executive Glenn 
Douglas, who was last year given the 
job of turning around the crisis-rid¬ 
den trust, said: ‘We have nothing to 
hide and a great deal to be proud of, 
even so, we thought hard before we 
agreed to let Panorama’s cameras in. 

“Would they just open old wounds 
and remind people of the problems 
and failings of the past? Our conclu¬ 
sion is that this will be an opportuni¬ 
ty for staff to show just how good this 
trust is - a trust with a commitment 
to patients which is outstanding.” 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust are hopeful it will see a 
30 to 40 per cent reduction in C-diff 
cases this year, as well as a 40 per 
cent drop in MRSA. 

The hospital’s improvements have 
been put down to the leadership of 
Mr Douglas, who was appointed per¬ 
manent chief executive last month. 

NHS health organisations have 
also joined forces with 
Yourmaidstone to help ensure every-

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School moves to 
appease parents

Grammar rethink 
on selection policy

A BOYS’ grammar school heavily 
criticised by parents for proposing 
to become a ‘super-selective’ school 
is considering a compromise. 

The announcement that Maidstone Grammar 
School would only take the highest performers in 
the 11-plus test created controversy last summer. 

Despite the move being one of the main 
planks in the institution’s bid to become a foun¬ 
dation school, parents were dismayed that local 
pupils and those with brothers at the school 
would be excluded. 

Now the Hastings Road school is consulting 
county council education chiefs and local pri¬ 
mary schools on changing its admission criteria 
to give preference to qualifying pupils within the 
Maidstone area and with siblings at the school. 

But it still wants to select high-achievers, so 
will give priority to students with a combined 
score of390 in the Kent Test - as opposed to the 
county pass score of around 355. 

The grammar school, which became a foun¬ 
dation school last September, has been look¬ 
ing at changing its admissions criteria since 


being heavily over-subscribed last year. 

The new policy would give priority to pupils 
with siblings already at the school and then those 
living in the Maidstone area, as long as they have 
a combined score of390 or more in the 11-plus. 

If places remain, priority will be given to 
pupils who have passed the Kent Test with 
brothers at the school and then those living 
within the set areas. 

A source, who provided Yourmaidstone with 
details of the consultation, said this system is 
still designed to select high-achieving pupils, as 
parents will know their children’s scores before 
choosing schools, so those with scores under 390 
will be inhibited from applying to the school. 


A Kent County Council spokesman said: “The 
impact of Maidstone Grammar School’s propos¬ 
als on local schools and children are still being 
considered. 

“If the local education authority or other 
schools wish to challenge them, they can do so 
to the Schools Adjudicator up to the end of 
May.” 

The admission area being considered for pri¬ 
ority includes all Maidstone villages, such as 
Bearsted and Larkfield, and stretches as far as 
Tenderden, Yalding and West Peckham. 

No-one was available to comment at the 
grammar school, which is boys-only until 16 
and then mixed to 18, and has 1,300 pupils. 


Get racing for

THOUSANDS of women will take their 
place at starting lines all over the coun¬ 
ty when this year’s Cancer Research UK 
Race for Life gets underway. 

Brave Chloe Gambrill was on hand to 
launch this year’s fund-raising cam¬ 
paign at Bluewater on Saturday - help¬ 
ing distribute more than 7,000 flyers to 
Saturday shoppers. 

The Ramsgate youngster was joined by 
Maidstone’s Deborah Puxty, who is in 
remission from bowel cancer and 
Gillingham race competitor Joy Saunders, 
who lost her husband to rectal cancer. 

Chloe, 10, took part in the Tesco-spon- 
sored race in 2005 despite being diagnosed 
with leukaemia just five weeks before. 

Although she collapsed while taking 
part, the determined youngster insisted 
on going the distance. 

Nine Race for Life races will take part 
in Kent between May and June - includ¬ 
ing two at Mote Park in Maidstone and 
one at Capstone Farm Country Park in 
Gillingham.

Rural road 
offenders 
crackdown 


Global warming 
could be a killer 
for your horses 


MORE than 100 cars were stopped 
on country lanes as part of a police 
enforcement day. 

After concerns raised by resi¬ 
dents, police carried out random 
checks on rural roads around the 
county town in a bid to crack down 
on speeding vehicles. 

Some 109 vehicles, including a 
bus and two lorries, were stopped 
during the operation. 

Rural Sergeant Mick Hayes said: 
“I hope this operation sends out a 
message to motorists that excess 
speed will not be tolerated on our 
rural roads.” 

The villages targeted included 
Headcom, Boughton Monchelsea, 
Nettlestead and the A20 at 
Harrietsham, which was recently 
the scene of a fatal car accident. 

Forty-three drivers received fixed 
penalty notices, seven were sum¬ 
monsed for more serious offences 
and a driver had his car seized for 
having no insurance. 

“We are planning to carry out 
more checks in the near future so I 
issue a warning to motorists using 
rural roads to cut their speed or 
face a fine and points on their 
licence,” Sgt Hayes said. 


HORSE specialists have expressed 
fears of deadly diseases being 
brought into the UK as a result of 
global warming. 

Specialist vets Tim Mair and Ed 
Knowles gave a talk to equine stu¬ 
dents at Hadlow College, near 
Maidstone, about the different kinds 
of diseases horses could be subjected 
to as a result of climate change. 

Lecturer Dr Howard Lee said: “As 
we release more carbon dioxide into 
the air, it traps heat at ground level 
like an invisible quilt. 

‘Warmer and occasionally wetter 
weather attracts heat-loving insects 
such as the mosquito and this 
improves the chances of diseases 
such as malaria, the ancient ‘ague’ of 
the British fens, returning once more 
to our shores.” 

The vets, who practice at one of the 
UKs largest equine centre’s, Bell 
Equine Veterinary Clinic, explained 
the ways in which African horse 
sickness, strangles and West Nile 


virus are spread and the symptoms 
horse owners need to look out for. 

Strangles can be spread rapidly 
before symptoms even appear. 
Horses suffering from the disease 
have a snotty nasal discharge, 
swollen lymph glands, a cough and 
an increased temperature. 

West Nile virus is spread by mos¬ 
quitoes and, until 1999, had been 
unknown in the Western hemi¬ 
sphere. 

But as a result of changes in the 
climate, hundreds of people, horses, 
other mammals and birds have died 
because of it. 

The virus causes swelling to the 
brain and spinal cord with symp¬ 
toms including weakness and lethar¬ 
gy, loss of appetite, fever, stumbling, 
head pressing and banging and 
inability to stand. 

To date none of these diseases 
have appeared in the UK, but spe¬ 
cialists are urging horse owners to 
be vigilant.

COUNCIL chiefs say Mote Park is the perfect 
location to make this year’s Big Weekend the 
most environmentally-friendly yet. 

Having a 450-acre park so close to the town 
centre will allow revellers to use public trans¬ 
port to get to it - reducing its carbon footprint. 

An out-of-town venue would have seen tens 
of thousands of music lovers clogging up the 
area’s roads with cars, but the council hopes 
the majority of festival-goers will come to 
Maidstone on public transport and then use 
buses from the town centre to Mote Park. 

Extra park and ride schemes will also be 
brought in for the event for those who chose to 
drive to the county town. 

Environment lead councillor Tony Harwood 
said: “The beauty of Mote Park is that it is a 
sustainable location. It is rare to have a park 
of that size and beauty so close to the town. 

“This means it will not have to be a car festi¬ 
val. People can get on trains and then buses 
from the town centre. We will also look at park- 
and-ride schemes in the run-up to the event.” 

He added: “There is a real buzz about 
Maidstone at the moment. We have a thriving 
music and club scene. It is a young town, good- 
looking town as people are well turned out.” 

Cllr Chris Garland, deputy leader of the 
council’s Conservative group, said: “This is a 
exciting opportunity for Maidstone. It will put 
us on the map in terms of what we can offer.” 

Cllr Mike FitzGerald said: “It is great that 
Maidstone has been chosen for this event, it 
will be huge for the town.” 

Mayor Richard Ash will attend as one of his 
last official duties while in office before stand¬ 
ing down on Wednesday, May 14. 


VIEW 
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THE Big Weekend will be the 
biggest music event Maidstone has 
ever hosted.

Scouting for Girls performed She’s So Lovely 
and Elvis Ain’t Dead, the hit singles from their 
number one album, live in a room inside the 
historic castle during Moyles’ show. 

Lead singer and guitarist Roy Stride said: 
‘We have been playing together for about ten 
years. We’re really proud of what we’ve done, 
as we are friends from school. 

“To be here on Radio 1 and to have a number 
one album is unbelievable. 


We are now putting the album out live and 
have a number of festival dates coming up, but 
the Big Weekend will be the start of this. 

“Hopefully there will be nice weather. Bring 
it on Maidstone! 

“I would like to see Kate Nash, The Foo 
Fighters and The Hoosiers, but there is so 
much great music around at the moment.” 

A fourth stage, the BBC Introducing Stage, 
will be added to the Big Weekend this year to 
showcase some of the hottest emerging bands.

A Last April/May I spoke to many residents 
of high street ward and lots of issues came 
up which were very similar to my own ideas. 

My mother, who is a mature lady, lives in the 
outskirts of the town and many elderly people 
live within the high street area. 

They need to work with the local council on 
rent and council tax. Unfortunately the paper¬ 
work is very complicated and it would benefit 
them to see this simplified. 

Off street parking: many residents have to 
pay for a parking permit. The unfortunate 
thing is that most people work all day and 
after 6pm anybody can park in a residential 


zone. So it would be good to make restrictions 
on these zones 24/7. 

The town centre has many attractive fea¬ 
tures for the night time economy, but problems 
occur with transport into the town at regular 
intervals and lack of toilet facilities for 
females. Males have a facility, so why not the 
females? 

Smoking ban: this was a great law passed by 
the government, however no extra funds were 
made available to councils and the large num¬ 
ber of clubs in the towns, which are making 
profits from the public, fail to supply adequate 
areas to smoke. 

People have to smoke on the pavements out¬ 
side causing an obstruction and litter. 

Q Can you tell me about your campaign to be elected as a 
borough councillor? 

A My main work within the community has 
been working voluntarily with young peo¬ 
ple and I feel that as they’re our future gener¬ 
ation, it is important to find out why they tend 
not to vote in elections.

cops promise more

COPS have been handed an 
inflation busting rise as part of 
council tax rises but they have 
promised to do more to tackle 
anti-social behaviour. 

The total police budget for the year was set 
at £266.9 million. For taxpayers this will mean 
an extra £6 a year for band D households just 
for policing and £128.28 of each bill will go to 
the constabulary. 

The raise will pay for task teams and officers 
to supervise violent, sexual and dangerous 
offenders. 

Ann Barnes, chair of the authority, said: “I 
really do believe this is money well spent. Our 
proposed investments reflect the concerns 
drawn to our attention by the public during 
our extensive consultation. 

“The new task teams will fill a gap and com¬ 
plement neighbourhood teams already in 
place - acting as the enforcement arm.” 

It will also fund implementing a new nation¬ 
al code of practice to ensure police forces and 
agencies can share data to stop a repeat of 
incidents such as the Soham murders, when 
Holly Wells and Jessica Chapman, both ten, 
were killed by Ian Huntley in the 
Cambridgeshire village in 2002. 

After he was brought to justice details of pre¬ 
vious sexual allegations made against 
Huntley and known by other authorities 
emerged which should have prevented his 
employment as a school caretaker. 

Members of Kent Police Authority unani¬ 
mously agreed to increase the forces’ budget 
by 4.99 per cent at a meeting at County Hall 


in Maidstone last Wednesday. 

The task teams will provide back-up and 
support to officers and PCSOs on the streets, 
allowing them to concentrate on reducing 
anti-social behaviour and criminal damage. 

The teams will be introduced in six areas 
around the county following successful pilot 
schemes in Rochester and Strood, and on the 
Whitehall estate in Ramsgate, where resi¬ 
dents said it made them feel safer. 

The authority will also invest in ten experi¬ 
enced officers to help supervise known violent, 
sexual and dangerous offenders in the county 
The team will monitor them and assess any 


risks they could pose to communities. 

As well as this, a new team will work 
with other authorities and groups looking 
at how police store, record, and delete 
information - which is being introduced on a 
national level after lessons learnt from the 
Soham murders. 

Mrs Barnes said: “I’m especially pleased that 
the authority has agreed to fund more 
resources. Protecting our children is hugely 
important and again a concern shared by 
many residents across the county. 

“It’s never easy putting up taxes, no one likes 
to do it as it affects us all - but I’m confident 


people will see some important benefits.” 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller said: ‘We are 
absolutely delighted with the decision the 
police authority has made today, it will assist 
us in protecting the public of Kent. 

“My highest priority was tackling anti-social 
behaviour, which is still one of the biggest 
public concerns and without the increase in 
funding we wouldn’t be able to employ these 
task teams. 

“The main thing is the people paying extra 
will get something in return.” 

The new schemes are expected to be intro¬ 
duced from September.

SIMPLY washing your hands with 
alcohol gel or liquid soap and water 
is the best way to help the count/s 
hardworking doctors and nurses in 
their battle against killer health¬ 
care-acquired infections. 

Consultant microbiologist James Nash 
spoke to KOS Media about the main super¬ 
bugs - MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Although different in their transmission and 
symptoms, all bugs are spread by poor hygiene 
and overuse of antibiotics. 

Dr Nash, who is director of infection preven¬ 
tion and control for East Kent Hospitals NHS 
Trust, said the original superbug MRSA start¬ 
ed to emerge in the 1970s, gradually becoming 
more common and accelerating in the 90s. 

He said during this period the NHS did not 
pay enough attention to cleaning hospitals 
and controlling the use of antibiotics. 


The situation has improved since reaching a 
crisis in 2000, but has left a legacy of large 
numbers of people who are MRSA carriers. 

Dr Nash said most people have 
Staphylococcus (Staph) on their skin, but what 
makes it MRSA (or methicillin-resistent 
Staph aureaus) is resistance to a lot of antibi¬ 
otics. It is not dangerous when it lives in areas 
such as the armpits and nose, but it is more 
difficult to treat when it gets into infections. 

Experts believe around three per cent of the 
population are MRSA carriers, but the rate of 
carriage rises to 10 to 20 per cent among the 
elderly. It causes abcesses and boils, and can 
lead to blood poisoning. It can be spread on the 
hands through touching a number of patients. 

The best way to kill the bug is alcohol gel 
hand wash, which is now available in all hos¬ 
pital wards. Infections are treated with special 
antibiotics. 

Dr Nash said the UK is fortunate, at the 
moment, not to have a significant number of 
cases of the particularly virulent strain cur¬ 
rently affecting America - known as C MRSA. 

“These have not appeared in this country in 
any significant numbers, but they may be the 


THE NEW THREATS 

• Pseudomonas is a bacterium found in water and can be a 
problem if medical equipment is not decontaminated proper¬ 
ly. Strains can be resistant to antibiotics, making it difficult to 
treat and manage. 

• ESBL Klebsiella is an organism associated with urinary 
tract infections, which used to be easy to treat with antibi¬ 
otics. Doctors are now encountering a strain that cannot be 
treated with oral antibiotics and need intravenous therapy. 

• Acinetobacter is a bug causing problems in intensive care 
units because it is resistant to antibiotics. 


next thing that comes,” he said. 

Controlling the use of antibiotics is particu¬ 
larly important in tackling the other infamous 
superbug - Clostridium difficile. 

The gut organism attracted unprecedented 
media attention after a Healthcare Commission 
investigation found it was responsible for the 
deaths of at least 90 patients during two out¬ 
breaks in 2004 and 2006 at Maidstone and 


Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust hospitals. 

Antibiotics kill off a lot of the normal bacte¬ 
ria in the stomach, which allows the C diff that 
might be there in low numbers to grow, pro¬ 
ducing a very powerful toxin. 

Discovered in 1978, C diff was thought to be 
a normal outcome for patients on antibiotics. 

But in 2000 experts became concerned after 
reports from the US about a more severe strain 
of the diarrhoea bug that was killing patients. 

It was not until 2004, when two outbreaks at 
Stoke Mandeville Hospital led to 33 deaths, 
that the strain arrived in the UK 

Coupled with the outbreaks at Maidstone, 
NHS trusts now take the infection seriously and 
rates are low across the country, Dr Nash said. 

C diff can be treated with antibiotic or probi¬ 
otic treatments and in some severe cases 
patients may have to have surgery to repair 
damaged intestines. However, alcogels do not 
kill C diff - soap and water are necessary to 
defeat the bug’s spores. 

Dr Nash said: “We think we’ve moved from it 
[C diff] being endemic to a situation where we 
have clusters. We think if we can keep it up we 
won’t see high rates of C diff again.”

Environmental damage is 
nucleus of power problem 


SO British Energy support the 
government’s plan to build more 
nuclear power stations; there’s a 
surprise. 

To paraphrase the famous comment by 
Mandy Rice-Davies during the infamous 
Profumo scandal of 1963: “well, they would 
wouldn’t they”. 

I never thought I would witness a Labour 
government advocating the building of more 
nuclear power stations, or, worse, renewing 
Trident. But then I never thought I’d ever wit¬ 
ness any British government pursuing such 
needless, expensive and dangerous policies. 

Everybody in what we still hold to be our 
free society is entitled to their own opinion, 
and mine is that nuclear power is one of the 
greatest confidence tricks ever foisted on 
human society. 

The whole nuclear power industry was set 
up to produce material for use in nuclear 
weapons. It was never was conceived as, or 
intended to be, an economical way to produce 
electricity, and the problems of decommission¬ 


ing power stations and dealing with the waste 
were deliberately ignored. 

I am not alone by any means in this opinion. 
Here are some of the thoughts on the subject 
from well-known pressure groups who have 
been proved right on many subjects in the past 
50 years. These are the kind of organisations 
that have made us aware of the threat to 
whales, the dangers of weapons of mass 
destruction, the cruel treatment of farm ani¬ 
mals, and indeed, global warming itself, 
among other things. 

GREENPEACE: Even if Britain built ten 
new reactors, nuclear power can only deliver a 
four per cent cut in carbon emissions some 
time after 2025. Even the Government admits 
this (Sustainable Development Commission 
figure). It’s too little too late at too high a price. 

CND: Nuclear power is not the answer to cli¬ 
mate change - in fact, even if we doubled the 
amount of nuclear power in the UK there 
would only be an eight per cent reduction in 
greenhouse gases. It is neither carbon emis¬ 
sion free nor would new power stations come 
on stream for at least ten years. It threatens 
the environment and people’s health. 


No safe solution has yet been devised to 
store its carcinogenic toxic radioactive waste, 
some of which is dangerous for thousands of 
years. It also leaves us vulnerable to the possi¬ 
bility of nuclear accidents or even terrorist 
attack. 

FRIENDS OF THE EARTH director, Tony 
Juniper: “The decision to encourage the con¬ 
struction of new nuclear stations in the UK is 
both irrational and unfortunate. It is irra¬ 
tional because the economics do not stack up 
and because renewables and energy efficiency 
could meet our needs more quickly and sus¬ 
tainably. It is unfortunate because the nuclear 
option will limit our ability to lead in the excit¬ 
ing and fast growing new markets for modem 
energy sources. And that is bad news for the 
UK economy and jobs”. 

Much more has been said, and will be said, 
on the subject. But remember, it is unlikely we 
will have to pay for this folly; those who come 
after us certainly will.

It's not cuckoo

Having turned 70 last year, Jack 
Nicholson may well have mortality 
on his mind already 

If not, his latest movie The Bucket List was 
bound to do the job - it follows two seriously ill 
men who make a list of things to do before 
they Trick the bucket’. 

“I think fear of death and fear of the 
unknown motivates people not to live in the 
now” says Jack, sunglasses, as usual, fixed in 
place. 

“I always mistrusted someone who said they 
didn’t want to live forever. I changed my mind 
when I thought to myself, the real question is 
not whether you want to live forever, but do 
you want to live forever at the expense of your 
children? Because if suddenly people stopped 
dying, we’d have a real ecological problem on 
our hands.” 

These days, Jack doesn’t do a lot of movies, 
averaging about one a year since 2000. 

Having reached pensionable age with three 
Oscars to his name, there’s not much left for 
the star to prove - and he knows it. But The 
Bucket List offered him the chance to work 
with Morgan Freeman, an actor he has long 
admired. 

“We’ve known one another a long time,” 
admits Jack. “Morgan and I very much want¬ 
ed to work together. Sometimes things are 
great and filming this was one of those times. 
We both had a lot of awareness of one another. 
It was a reaffirmation.” 

The Bucket List also offered Jack the chance 
to work with director Rob Reiner again, who 
was at the helm during Jack’s legendary per¬ 
formance as Marine Colonel Nathan Jessop in 
A Few Good Men, alongside Tom Cruise. 

After Jack’s character, millionaire Edward 
Cole, meets Morgan’s, mechanic Carter 
Chambers, in hospital, the pair become unlike-

‘We’ve all got a bucket list,” he admits. “I 
can’t work with Marilyn Monroe, so she’s off 
the list.

Explore a lakeside retreat

Driving along the precarious wind¬ 
ing roads and through tunnels cut 
into the jagged mountains remind¬ 
ed me of a scene from The Italian 
Job. 

But it wasn’t a Mini we were travelling in, 
the location wasn’t Turin and Michael Caine 
was nowhere to be seen. In fact, we were doing 
a circuit of Lake Garda, Italy’s largest lake, 
which lies in the foothills of the Dolomites in 
the north of the country. 

Lake Garda, peppered with a mixture of 
elaborate hotels, pebble beaches and beautiful 
towns against a stunning mountainous back¬ 
drop, has plenty on offer for the discerning 
traveller. 

Thankfully, unlike other popular resorts, 
architects haven’t dug into the spectacular 
hillside to create holiday apartments or com¬ 
mercial villages. The scenery varies enormous¬ 
ly, from the craggy mountains of the north, to 
the rich vineyards of the middle reaches and 
the gentle plains which back the southern 
shores. 

We were staying at Europa Silvella, a pretty 
campsite near Salo, on the south west of the 
lake, shaded by olive trees. 

Our drive north took us past Salo through 
tree-lined roads alongside picturesque towns 
including Gardone Riviera and Gargnano and, 
almost at the tip of the lake, to the more com¬ 
mercial town of Limone, where you can hire

pedalos, go for a swim or even catch a car ferry 
across the lake to Malcesine, also known as 
the Riviera of Olives, which was loved by 
many celebrated writers and artists, most 
notably Goethe. 

Many of the campsites around Lake Garda 
(and there are a lot of them) are situated on 
the hillside and enjoy stunning views of the 
lake. We were able to access the lake from our 
campsite for a swim and to just watch the 
world go by. 

Lake Garda, which lies around half way 
between Venice and Milan, was formed by gla¬ 


ciers at the end of the last ice age and is divid¬ 
ed between the regions of Lombardy, Trentino 
and the Veneto. 

It may have an alpine setting, but the tem¬ 
perature is like the Mediterranean as the lake 
acts as a gigantic solar panel, with a ring of 
mountains retaining the heat. 

It’s 98 miles around the lake, so you can 
drive around it in a day, although we were 
keen to explore the many gorgeous villages 
and towns on its banks. To the north nearer 
the mountains it is windier and narrower, just 
two miles across at its narrowest point, and 
that’s where much of the sailing and windsurf¬ 
ing takes place. 

Further south there’s still a plethora of 
water-based activities, from water skiing and 
jet skiing to scuba diving and fishing. 

If you are going to drive, I would recommend 
hiring a small car rather than a big people car¬ 
rier because parking can be tricky close to the 
lake in the height of season. 

The best mode of travel for me, however, was 
the ferry. You can get to major towns across 
the lake this way, without the hassle of traffic 
or parking, although it is quite pricey - around 
60 Euros (£42) for a half-hour trip for a family 
of four. 

I have to say that eating out in Lake Garda 
is not cheap for families unless you live on 
shared pizzas. It is the Cote D’Azur of Italy, so 
expect to pay accordingly. 

We found the Italians extremely child- 
friendly, the water cleaner than a lot of the 
Mediterranean and the ambience stylish but 
relaxed. 

All in all, the perfect Italian job.

WHEN you think of Ready, Steady, 
Cook presenter Ainsley Harriott, 
you probably picture a bundle of 
boundless energy, all flamboyant 
enthusiasm and hearty chuckles. 

Off the television, the chef is a little more 
sedate - but not much. On the morning we 
speak, he’s had a tough week of filming and a 
very late night, but he’s still as jolly as ever. 

“People always think I’m this zany character. 
It’s always me or Lenny Henry,” the 50-year- 
old says with a large grin. “But I think I just 
see the funny side of life, I don’t see the nega¬ 
tive side, and I think that’s a very good energy 
to be around.” 

He does admit that today he is extremely 
tired, but will be filming more episodes of 
Ready, Steady, Cook later in the afternoon. 

“We’ve been in the studio for four days last 
week and four days this week, and it just 
catches up with you. But Dr Showbiz takes 
over and you get on with it. 

“You have to keep the energy going because 
it’s an afternoon show and everybody wants to 
have that little lift!” 

Ainsley always knew he wanted a career in 
food and being able to combine that with tele¬ 
vision has been a dream come true for him as 
he also has a background in performing. 

As a young man, in addition to training in 
the kitchen, he performed in numerous come¬ 
dy clubs, even once doing a turn on the stage 
of The London Palladium. 

“It was a great way of subsidising my 
income,” he remembers. “The catering busi¬ 
ness is really bad to start with, so having the 
ability to go out and do a bit of work in come¬ 
dy and perform with a few friends was great.

“I was hanging out with Jack Dee, Alan 
Davies, Arthur Smith, Lee Evans, the list goes 
on. I’m in a room with these guys, watching 
these talented geniuses do their thing, and I’m 
there with a very mediocre double act called 
the Calypso Twins,” he says with that trade¬ 
mark cackle. “But it was brilliant, I loved it.” 

His first foray into television came when he 
was made resident chef on Good Morning 
With Anne And Nick, which lead to more work 
on Can’t Cook, Won’t Cook, and Ready, Steady, 
Cook. Then, when Fern Britton left the latter 
programme, Ainsley was asked to take over as 
presenter. 

“It was pretty daunting,” he recalls. “It was 


dramatically different from being one of the 
chefs.” 

While he loves taking on the role of host, 
Ainsley reveals he’s sometimes itching to get 
involved with the food and has to stop himself 
advising the other chefs what to make from 
the bags of ingredients brought in by the day’s 
celebs. 

“I find it so frustrating,” he groans. 
“Sometimes I want to strangle them and say, 
‘How could you do that to that lovely veg¬ 
etable?’ But it’s their gig.” 

Of course, Ainsley is not alone in thinking he 
can do better than the other chefs, they are, 
let’s not forget, an extremely competitive breed 
- and apparently that element of their nature 
is clearly visible for all to see backstage. 

“Oh they are very competitive,” Ainsley 
grins. “Especially the established ones who 
have been there for a while like Nick Naim 
and Paul Rankin. It’s terrible when those two 
are up against each other. They are almost 
pushing their fingers into each other’s chests 
behind the scenes before they come out! It’s a 
gladiatorial battleground!” 

And those battles are not just reserved for 
Ready, Steady, Cook. Talk to any celebrity chef 
and it seems they’ve got some sort of beef with 
at least one of their peers. Although Ainsley 
doesn’t join in this banter, he’s been on the 
receiving end of a tongue lashing from Gordon 
Ramsay, who once said, “He’s not a serious 
chef, he’s a comedian”. 

But while Ainsley may never have owned a 
restaurant, he does run a catering business, 
and says life as a restaurateur never really 
appealed to him. 

“I was a bit nervous about it,” he explains. “I 
always felt I was going to be locked in with no 
escape.”

DRAWING inspiration from the wartime 
disasters and relics of a violent past, the 
Sons of Alpha Centauri are far from your 
average local band. 

And with the help of director Ben Brown, the Sheppey- 
based four piece have created a haunting animated video 
to accompany their dark and mesmerising sound. 

Named after the brightest star in the constellation 
Centaurus, the third brightest star visible from Earth, the 
talented and thought-provoking band attracted the atten¬ 
tion of independent record label Sound Devastation 
Records more than two years ago. 

Their self-titled debut album has been a long time com¬ 
ing, and gigs have been few and far between with the 
band preferring studio to stage. 

But this has not stopped them building a reputation as 
one of the South East’s leading purveyors of ambient and 
conceptual stoner rock, with a very local flavour. 

Just 300 metres off the coast from where the band prac¬ 
tice and record is a sunken American cargo ship called the 
SS Richard Montgomery, which contains 1,400 tons of 
TNT. Government reports have warned the World War 
Two relic could explode, smashing every window in 
Sheemess and sending a 20ft wave up the Thames. 

Projections 

Guitarist Nick Hannon said: “When the band started and 
we were looking around for concepts we were very into the 
idea of being influenced by your immediate surroundings. 

We looked around Sheppey and realised there was all 
this derelict World War Two stuff nobody knew about - 
the forts, the Richard Montgomery, the abandoned sub¬ 
marine base - and decided to build a concept around that. 

“Ben Brown is a longstanding contributor; we’ve always 
tried to include the work of local artists under the umbrel¬ 
la of the band, and it all came together when he had to do 
his third year of his animation degree at Ravensboume 
College. 

“He had to do a project about isolation and I sent him 
seven CDs of photos of the forts, the Montgomery and 
other stuff. The man in it represents him, it’s semi- 
autobiographical.” 

The video was nominated for best film at the Royal Art 
Project show in London, and Ben now works for a visual 
design company up in London. 

The band has always been interested in more than just 
the music, seeking to make Sons of Alpha Centauri a com¬ 
plete sensory experience. To this end they have employed 
computer-generated projections at several gigs, meshing 
sound and images together to create an immersive audio¬ 
visual experience for their growing numbers of fans. 

Nick said: ‘We’ve always believed the visual aspect is 
important. As the music is instrumental, it leaves people 
free to make their own interpretations of it, which is cool, 
but the visuals are a guiding light.”

Regret over rise in 
repossession cases 

FOLLOWING the release of the latest 
repossession figures by the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders, the National 
Association of Estate Agents has 
expressed “regret” over the reported rise. 

But the group said a sense of perspec¬ 
tive on the marketis necessary. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive at 
the NAEA, said: “We always regret hear¬ 
ing news about repossession rises. 

“Difficult economic conditions have 
taken their toll on some homeowners 
recently and this is certainly unfortu¬ 
nate. It is vital that people looking at the 
wider market do not lose their sense of 
perspective, however. 

“The 2007 repossession figures are 
still massively down on those seen in the 
early 90s, when nearly 80,000 were 
recorded in one year compared with 
27,100 last year.” 

Agencies struggle 
to keep their staff 

DESPITE a very healthy market, many 
letting companies say they are finding it 
increasingly difficult to find and hang on 
to good quality staff. 

Although the basic earning potential 
remains good, letting companies are 
finding the market a tougher place than 
before and research shows that many 
employees are choosing to either leave 
the industry altogether or sit tight. 

According to the business, many let¬ 
ting companies have realised that an 
important element of their reputation 
and brand image is how their staff deal 
with members of the public. 

ID theft threat to 
county's landlords 

LANDLORDS are being warned against 
the threat of identity threat by 
unscrupulous tenants. 

According to a report, sales and letting 
agents are being warned to be on their 
guard for tenants with fake references 
who then assume the landlord’s identity, 
apply for a mortgage and run off with 
the cash. 

Rob Tancred, director of estate agency 
Capital Bromley, said: “If you do not 
have a mortgage on your property it is 
easy for a conman to obtain the title 
deeds and take one out in your name.” 


RESEARCH by The Homebuyer 
and Property Investor Show has 
revealed some homeowners are 
ignorant about basic financial 
issues, particularly in relation to 
mortgages. 

Although rising interest rates have a signif¬ 
icant impact on individual wealth, only one 
third of the respondents questioned knew 
what the Bank of England base rate was last 
month. It currently stands at 5.25 per cent. 

Over 50 per cent of people believed the rate 
was under 5.5 per cent. These findings were 
confounded by the fact that 59 per cent did not

know what the current interest rate was on 
their mortgage. 

Such ignorance is worrying news for home- 
owners, many of whom could face a payment 
shock when their fixed rate mortgages come to 
an end soon. 

The survey also showed an alarmingly low 
number of homeowners understand the mort¬ 
gage options available, with only 34 per cent of 
respondents knowing that the tracker mort¬ 
gage tracks the Bank of England’s base rate. 

Nick Clark, managing director of 
Homebuyer Events, said: “The Bank of 
England interest rate plays a crucial part in 


determining homeowners’ personal wealth. 
With borrowers not keeping their eye on the 
ball they could find they are paying way above 
the odds on their current mortgage. 

“It is concerning that homeowners seem not 
to be on top of basic personal financial issues. 
Buying a house and signing up to a mortgage 
is possibly the largest financial commitment 
we make in our lives and yet the sheer num¬ 
ber of people who do not understand the basic 
terms and processes is very worrying. 

“However, help is at hand as there are a 
large number of highly trained financial advi¬ 
sors who can help explain the basic details as 
well as the more complex issues and keep bor¬ 
rowers abreast of any relevant changes and 
save them money in the long run.”

With virtual petrol engine refinement it deliv¬ 
ers pulling power across the range as the con¬ 
summate all-rounder for town and country and 
relaxed (45mpg-plus) motorway cruiser, aided 
by a well-spaced and slick six-speed gearbox. 

As generations of 3-Series have passed, 
BMW has extended the wheelbase to enhance 
balance and handling, so this sporty diesel 
eats up cross-country travel safely and secure¬ 
ly, with little body roll. 

However, this can also highlight a fidgety 
ride caused by run-flat tyres; BMW has 
ditched a spare wheel for extra boot space, but 
the drawback could outweigh the benefit.

WORKERS are being urged not to 
score an own goal by throwing a 
sickie during this year’s Euro 2008 
football tournament. 

Amanda Finn, of Gullands solicitors in 
Maidstone, says that, although the UK does 
not have a presence in football’s second biggest 
showpiece event, many employers are already 
worrying about the employment issues that 
will undoubtedly arise. 

She says: ‘Without wishing to be killjoys, 
how can they deal with the issues that arise 
from absences which may affect their ability to 
maintain business as usual? 

“As a starting point it is a good idea to 
remind all staff of the company policy for 
requesting time off and notification of sic kn ess 
absence. 

“An employer does not have to accept a holi¬ 
day request, but it is important that all staff 
are treated fairly and consistently.” 

Here’s her advice to employers: 

“If you do decide to make allowances for 
changes in hours to accommodate matches 
then it is important to stress this is a tempo¬ 
rary arrangement and that employers deal 
with other staff requests, not football related, 
with similar sympathy. 

“Without seeking to make assumptions

about the gender of football fans, it is likely 
that if an employer has agreed to a small alter¬ 
ation in hours for many male employees, a 
refusal of a request for alteration to a female 
member of staff’s hours for other reasons 
could lead to claims of discrimination. 

“If the company is going to take a hard line 
in relation to sickness absence during Euro 
2008 it is important employees are told about 
this prior to the event and that the procedure 
does not depart from any contractual scheme. 

“Employers will have to be very sure of their 
facts to take disciplinary action and in any 
event should be careful to follow the statutory 
disciplinary procedures to avoid a trip to the 
employment tribunal. 

“And what of the worst case scenario? An 
employee who has taken holiday to attend the 
matches is involved in violence. What can the 
employer do then? The answer is not as 
straightforward as you might imagine. 

“Behaviour which takes place in an employ¬ 
ee’s own time may not give an employer suffi¬ 
cient justification for dismissal.”

MAIDSTONE United are coming 
back home to the county town for 
the 2009/10 season after almost 20 
years in the wilderness. 

Chairman Paul Bowden-Brown revealed that 
Oliver Ash, managing director of French com¬ 
pany Richmond Developments, has bought a 25 
per cent stake in the club which mean the 
Stones will be able to move into their new 
ground at Whatman Way. 

It is hoped that with Ash’s investment and an 
impending grant from the Football Foundation, 
the club will be able to play its football in 
Maidstone - the first time since 1989. 

The club has tabled a Football Foundation bid 
to the FA which will put them in a draw to 
receive a grant. They will have to wait up to ten 
weeks to find out the result and, if successful, 
the club plan to use the money they have been 
allocated to build a ground ready for the 
2009/10 season at Whatman Way. 

However, the Stones have revealed they will 
be drafting in an artificial pitch, similar to the

one used by England in Russia late last year. 

It has not been agreed for the pitch to be used 
in the FA Cup or FA Trophy, but it can be used 
for all the preliminary rounds of the FA Cup. 

Bowden-Brown said: ‘We have had a number 
of cancellations at Bourne Park which means 
we have had to re-arrange games to midweek, 
which comes at a loss for us. With this new 
pitch there will be no problem with the weath¬ 
er as we will be able to play in all conditions. 

“I know people have been complaining about 
artificial surfaces, but we have had this checked 
out by the Ryman League and the FA and they 
are happy with the surface. However, the 
Conference League has not come back to us 
with a ‘yes’ as yet. The surface can be used for 
ten years but the amount of use it will get will 
reduce this to five years.” 

The club’s new investor told the press at a 


conference announcing the new plans, that the 
most important factor was Maidstone United 
returning to the town. 

Ash said: “To bring Maidstone back home, is 
the priority. The catchment area for the town is 
huge. We hope to cash in on this and bring the 
club back to its town.” 

Ash will be working for the club for a few days 
each month, with Bowden-Brown retaining the 
role of chairman as he still owns a 75 per cent 
stake. The investment will not be used for on 
the field activity and will be solely for the club’s 
progression and ground construction. 

The 49-year-old, who has a duel 
French/British nationality, believes his invest¬ 
ment in the club will bring them home. Ash is a 
big sports enthusiast and has helped with the 
marketing at French Rugby Club, Brive. His 
business interests also include a stadium con¬ 
sultancy section which he hopes to use for the 
Stones’ new ground.
